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DETAILED ACTION 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
09/14/2009 has been entered. Claims 1, 2 and 13 have been canceled. 

Applicant's arguments filed 09/14/2009 have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous Office Actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They 
constitute the complete set of rejections and/or objections presently being applied to the 
instant application. 

In the Response to Restriction dated 02/21/2008, Applicant elected (d) 
polystyrene polymer, i.e. a phenyl-containing polymer, therefore, claims 6, 7, 28, 37, 49, 
51 , 53 and 54 are withdrawn as not being drawn to the elected species. Polystyrene is 
not a benzyl-containing polymer. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 1 st 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 3 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The instant specification fails to provide an adequate written description of the 
invention with regard to "Formula I" (see page 5). While R3 is defined to be "phenyl" 
(see page 5, paragraph 0016), the formula requires recitation of a polymer backbone 
moiety to make sense, which it does not. Instead, the polymer backbone is indirectly 
referred as follows: "The phenyl group may be pendant from the polymer backbone (as 
shown in Formula 2) or part of the polymer backbone (as shown in Formula 3). 
(Paragraph 0016, emphasis added). 

A structural formula should be complete in and of itself; as currently written "the 
polymer backbone" requires reference to additional formulae, rendering base formula I 
incomplete (and therefore inadequately described). Correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 2nd 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Formula I is incomplete, and therefore confusing, as outlined in the "Written 
Description" rejection supra . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4 is allowable. 

Claims 3 and 18 would be allowable if claim 3 was rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

Applicant's have prepared a diazeniumdiolate containing polymer and 
incorporated it into a composition. The diazeniumdiolate functionality is covalently 
bonded to a pendant phenyl moiety of the polymer through a benzylic carbon. The 
closest prior art, Cafferata, US 2003/0083739 teaches compositions comprised of 
phenyl containing polymers, such as polystyrene, and nitric oxide releasing compounds 
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in general; but does not teach the structure of the resulting polymer and nitric oxide 
releasing compound combination or appropriate methods of making the composition of 
the instant application.
